DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the Amendment filed August 05, 2009. 
Accordingly, claims 1, 4, 10, 11, 14 and 15 were amended, and claim 8 was 

cancelled. Currently, claims 1-7 and 9-16 are pending in this application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Larry A. Milco (Reg. No. 41,196) on September 10, 2009. 
In the claims : 
Claim 6 : cancel. 
Claim 9 : cancel. 

Claim 1 : in line 4, after "and", delete "the" and insert ~a~. 

Claim 10 : in line 4, after "wherein", delete "the" and insert ~a~. 

Claim 11 : in line 4, after "wherein", delete "the" and insert -a--; and after 

"power of the", delete "chiral compound" and insert -bimesogenic 

chiral nematic compound--. 
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Claim 14 : in line 3, after "spectrum", delete ", wherein the blue phase liquid 
crystalline material comprises a mixture comprising at least one 
bimesogenic nematic compound and at least one chiral compound, 
and wherein the blue phase liquid crystalline material is capable of 
stable existence in the blue phase over a temperature range of at 
least 5°C". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-5, 7 and 10-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record fairly suggests or shows all of the limitations as claimed. Specifically, 

Re claims 1,10 and 1 1 , none of the prior art of record discloses, in combination 
with other limitations as claimed, a blue phase liquid crystalline material, as well as a 
process for the preparation of the same, comprising a mixture comprising at least one 
bimesogenic nematic compound and at least one chiral compound (or a mixture 
comprising a bimesogenic chiral nematic compound), wherein the material is capable of 
stable existence in the blue phase over a temperature range of at least 5°C, and a 
helical twisting power (HTP) of the chiral compound (or a HTP of the bimesogenic chiral 
nematic compound) multiplied by the proportion in which it is present in the mixture is in 
the range 3 to 5 micrometer '\ 

The most relevant reference, US 7,041,348 B2 to lonescu, fails to disclose or 
suggest that a helical twisting power (HTP) of the chiral compound (or a HTP of the 
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bimesogenic chiral nematic compound) multiplied by the proportion in which it is present 
in the mixture is in the range 3 to 5 micrometer '\
